PHIZES INJUXKSHQPS 


OLD PIECES OF MAHOGANY TO BE 


PICKED UP CHEAP. 


Luck That Come* to the Bayer Who Know. 


Bow to Kant For Old Furniture—Source 
of » Solid Mahogany Table and » Side- 
board of the Same Material. 


Here and there In the slums or In little 


frequented fctreets are tbe old metal and 
furniture shops where real bargains are to 
be had. That more real bargains do not 
101:10 out of thorn is due to the fact of 
their being known to few perilous who ap- 
preciate their treasures. 


Vv'hat one finds tn these shops Is no bet- 


ter than the stock tn th« antique stores of 
reputation which are becoming common 
up town und line one avenue in particu- 
lar, 
but it sells for fractional prices. The 


up town dealers know the value of their 
mahogany and brasses, and they affix a 
I>rl( o almost Invariably well in advance of 
that \alue Their supply is pretty regular- 
ly drawn from the same kind of *ouice 
f-miio miin whose house is handsomely fur- 
ni'-lii'cl dies or fulls or moves away. His 
household goods are sold at auction. Un- 
der thn rod flag gather representatives ol 
tlu> \uriou8 antique stores to buy whatever 
is pun! in iimsshu furniture and odd or- 
rmmrntsnt prices a\ern^lng about one- 
thnd of the jjrice which will bo asked 
when the article"is transferred to tbe shop. 
\\ nil (ho Kiiiall, unknown store the ease is 
quite different. Sometimes tbe dealer paji 
almost) nothing and so can afford to sell 
for 
comparatively small prices. Some- 


times he is himself Ignorant of tbe values 
of his merchandise, and then his customer 
gathers in the dividend of superior knowl- 
edge. Again, his wares, particularly In 
the cnso of small goods, may have come to 
him through devious ways. Honesty al- 
ways gets its heavy percentage in dealing 
with dishonesty. 


On the edge of the negro quarter on the 


lower west bide is a little shop that does a 
port of hybrid business In old metals, wood 
and miscellaneous junk. Without ever 
Retting Into tbe police records It Is still a 
plare of occasional police surveillance. On« 
of itx customers, whose dealings wltb It 
are of tbe kind which do not interest tho 
police, bought two years ago a very beau 
tiful and massive mahogany table from 
tho proprietor of the pluua. Recently ha 
found out where the table came from. 


"If you see anything good in mahogany 


dining room bibles," he had Bald to the 
half breed Italian proprietor, "hold it for 
me." 


A t that time there stood In one of the 


old alloy courts on the wet>t side a number 
ot very old houses, tenanted by the lowest 
clnss of Italians, the ragpickers. Of the 
original magnificence of the mansion* one 
outward and visible sign remained—the 
enormous mahogany doors, with small, 
fancifully shaped window pillars at the 
bidu Giovanni, the junk shop keeper, bad 
noticed those doors. He made arrange- 
ments which comprised two acquaintances 
of his, tenants of tho house with the finest 
doors, an ax and a strong push curt. He 
himself WHS not concerned in the arrange- 
ments. The doors disappeared one night, 
nlso tho window pillars, and two days lat- 
er there wore two Italian prisoneii In tho 
police court charged with malicious mis- 
chief. 


"\\hat did jou do with the door*?" 


asked the police justice. 


"Burn 'em up. Firewood," said the 


men. 


Owing to the ignorance of tbe prisoner*1,, 


they got off with $10 fines. The doors, 
being cunningly planed down and joined, 
made u superb table. Tho window pillars, 
fitted with casters, made a set of effective 
legs, one at each coiner, curious enough 
to excite the admiration of any collector, 
and Giovanni's customer was as glad to 
pay f' 5 for tho result as Giovanni himself 
was to got it 
To this same shop the Ital- 


ians who sell old metal, too often acquired 
from unused houses, bring many a rare 
and fine old brass knocker or drawer han- 
dle. 


Further over east, almost to the river 


front, is another shop, half curio, half 
junk, \vhero amid much rubbish one occa- 
sionally finds something of worth. A 
shrewd, weazened old Irishman owns It, 
and to the question as to where he got any 
part icular piece of property he gives al- 
wajs tho ansuv.r. 


"A very dear friend of me uncle's gave 


it him, mo boj, and be gave it me." 


In the regulation junkehops along tha 


rncr front bargains may be occasionally 
found, although tbe chances are against 
U. A Brooklyn woman exhibits with 
great pride a picoe of mahogany which she 
got in this way: Wandering astray from 
the furry, she noticed through the window 
a curiously carved leg on what appeared 
to bo a battered old chest of drawers of 
massive proportions. It occurred to her 
that nothing but mahogany would be 
carved in that way. Closer examination 
of tho article proved disappointing. It 
was covered with a dingy, cracked veneer. 
Nevertheless the visitor went inside and 
asked for the price. 


"Two dollars," said tbe proprietor io 


accents which would have told a purchas- 
er of any experience that half tbe price 
would be accepted. 


Merely at a speculation it seemed worth 


tho money, which was paid down, with 
tho order that tbe article be sent to a place 
where polishing and repairing is done.

nnd you'll have a sideboard to be proud 
of."

to sco the result of tbe polishing a few 
days later, she was amazed and jubilant, 
to jubilant that the told tbe expert what 
she had paid for too plepe.
